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PREFACE. 



Some writer has said that the complete history of a city is in its 
I literature, and this remark is true to a greater extent than is generally 
' taken note of. 'J'he literature of Manchester is somewhat varied 
its subject-matter, but, considering the comparative short period of thi 
city's existence, its published literature has kept pace with its pn 
gressive record- 

The following catalogue of a portion of tfie literature that Mati- 
Chester has produced, has been gathered during the twenty years past* 
and this record of its existence has been made, that in the event of a 
loss by fire, or if otherwise scattered, it would serve as a record for 
future reference. The confiagralion of February 5, 1856, when the 
City Library of Manchester was burned, nearly consumed the litera- 
ture of this city pbulished prior to that date, 

This catalogue comprises the book and pamphlet literature, in- 
cluding some of the leading magazine literature published serially. 
It contains the published literary efforts of former and present resi- 
dents, whether natives or temporary, and whether published prior to 
their residence here, or subsequent to their departure ; also, all works 
relating to, or published by the city. The catalogue also includes 
more or less of literature relating to Bedford ; together with some re- 
lating to Londonderry and Derry. of which towns Manchester was 
formerly a part. 

Books and pamphlets will generally be found under the names at 
their authors, as names are more familiar to residents than titles of 
their works ; a very few are entered under both the title and the au- 
thor's name. The title-pages have generally l)een given in full, re- 
gardless of uniEormily in cataloguing. AH pamphlets have been men- 
tioned without regard to value, as a matter of record, and date of pub- 
lication, with size and pages generally. 

The catalogue has been made by John W. Moore, a resident 
L veteran printer, publisher, and editor, and the entire collection, ( 
■ about a dozen exceptions,) is preserved in the Manchester Historical 
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Collection of the undersigned, a former printer, publisher, and editor. 

The impression of the first newspaper — Amoskeag Representative — 
commenced October i8, 1839, ^"^ ^^^ published by John Cald- 
well; the second newspaper — Amoskeag Memorial — commenced 
January i, 1840, was published by Joseph C. Emerson of VVeare ; 
the third — Manchester Democrat — commenced April 26, 1842, was pub- 
lished and edited by Kimball (William H.) & Kidder (Joseph). The 
History of the Newspaper Press of Manchester has been, prepared by 
John W. Moore from the files preserved in the Manchester Historical 
Collection of the undersigned, and will be published the present year 
by the New Hampshire Press Association. 

The first published pamphlet in reference to Manchester, now 
known, is the [Rev. Joseph Secombe] Discourse uttered in part at 
Ammauskeeg- Falls ^ in the Fishing- Season, 1739: "Business ani> 
Diversion inoffensive to God, and necessary for the comfort and 
support of human society;" from the text, "Simon Peter saith 
unto them, *I go a fishing.'" This discourse was printed in 
Boston, in 1743, — one hundred and forty-two years ago — and only 
five copies are now known to be extant. The first pamphlets to be 
imprinted in Manchester, now known, were An Address delivered at 
Pembroke J N, H., May 13, 18^1, and -^ Historical Sketch of Bedford, 
N. H.; a discourse delivered jfuly 4, ^^41, both by Rev. Thomas Sav- 
age, A. M., and printed at the office of Emerson & Murray, in 1841, 
octavos of sixteen pages each. The first book now known to have 
been imprinted in Manchester was The Life and Adventures of Seth 
Wyman ; Written by Himself and printed by J. H. Cate, in 1843, ^ 
duodecimo of three hundred and ten pages, bound in cloth. This 
book was suppressed by relatives of the autobiographer, before a hun- 
dred copies were sold, and is now a scarce book. 

This catalogue contains 721 paragraphical entries; and 1676 
pamphlets and books are mentioned, annual volumes or serials being" 
counted as one, an average of 42 to the page. 

This catalogue is the first record, so far as we are aware, of any 
town or city's local literature in New Hampshire, and it is desirable 
that the Bibliography of Manchester be made as complete as pos- 
sible. Any one seeing this catalogue, and having any pambhlet or book 
not mentioned therein, or knowing of any book or pamphlet, by for- 
mer or present residents of Manchester, or any such published by the 
City of Manchester, will confer a favor by informing us by postal-card, 
or otherwise, as a second edition with additions will be duly published.
